Beer and wine sales in Plano may 
be as much as 60 days away. 
The City Council Monday night 
agreed to suspend the sale of beer and 
wine for off-premise consumption 
until amendments regulating that sale 
can be considered. Residents ap­ 
proved the local option Saturday with 
a 5,791-4,464 vote. 
Mayor Norman Whitsitt declared 
the problem an emergency and asked 
the council to meet Wednesday at 6 
p.m. with the Planning and Zoning 
Commission to discuss pertinent 
amendments to the zoning ordinance. 
Attorney Bill Roberts said he will 
ask County Judge Nathan White to 
deny or withhold any application for 
the sale of such beverages in Plano 
until 
am endm ents 
“ deem ed 
necessary to provide for the health, 
safety and general welfare of the 
public” are acted on. The council has 
a maximum of 60 days to approve 
such amendments. 
The council also formally passed a 
private club ordinance which allows 
restaurants meeting strict criteria to 
obtain special use permits to sell 
alcoholic beverages. 
In a related action, council mem­ 
bers denied a permit to the proposed 
Rice Bowl in Lancers Square Shop­ 
ping Center because it is too close to a 
proposed church.

Council Asks for Rules 
To Govern ‘Wet’ City 


Liquor Forces Praise 
High Election Turnout

After a month of anticipation and 
contrasting viewpoints, both “wet” 
and “dry” forces have agreed that the 
people’s will was expressed in 
Saturday’s successful local option 
election. 
The proposition, which resulted in 
the biggest voter turnout in Plano 
history, passed 5,791 to 4,464 and will 
allow the legal sale of beer and wine 
for off-premise consumption. 
“Obviously, we are very happy with 
the results and the high voter tur­ 
nout,” said Mike Bearden of Plano 
Citizens 
for 
Common 
Sense, 
organizers of the wet-dry move. “We 
feel like the people of Plano have 
decided the issue and that the City 
Council will abide by the will of the 
people.” 
Citizens for a Dry Plano chairman 
John Clark also said he was pleased 
with the number of people who voted 
Saturday and added that he thought 
the election was well-conducted. 
“I feel like all of the people were 
well-informed as to all aspects of the 
issue,” Clark said. “This is a good 
reflection of the attitudes of the 
community. I would hope that the 
people, whether they voted wet or dry, 
would support the City Council as they 
look at what is best for the com­ 


munity.” 
Clark referred to the Council's plans 
to draw up a zoning ordinance to 
govern the location of establishments 
that may sell beer and wine. 
“We’re in a Democratic society. 
The people can express their views at 
the polls and they’ve done so,” the 
“dry” chairman added. “I hope it 
turns out to be what is best for Plano.” 
He said he hoped that the “other 
side’s” statements that the sale of 
beer and wine would not change Plano 
would come true. 
“We maintain our feelings that the 
legal sale of beer and wine for off- 
premise consumption only will not 
change the quality of our com­ 
munity,” responded Bearden. “The 
people will realize that when they can 
buy beer and wine in their local 
supermarkets. 
“Many people in Plano worked very 
hard and they are all due a note of 
thanks for a job well done,” Bearden 
added. “We would also like to express 
our appreciation to both sides for 
expressing their convictions at the 
polls, which reinforces our strong 
beliefs that Plano is made up of in­ 
telligent, articulate, involved in­ 
dividuals on both sides.” 
Although no one on either side of the 
issue expressed displeasure at the

way the election was handled, many 
others close to the balloting said they 
felt a change in the election laws was 
needed. 
County Clerk 
James Webb, 
in 
charge of the election mechanics, said 
Saturday night that he felt election 
laws in Texas needed to be stan­ 
dardized. He said that it was “a 
shame” that the county possessed 
such a large amount of sophisticated 
voting equipment yet, because of 
antiquated liquor election laws, was 
forced to use paper ballots Saturday. 
Webb also claimed that the long 
lines at Wilson and Bowman Middle 
Schools, locations of the voting, could 
not be helped because the liquor 
election laws also limited the county 
as to the number of polling places they 
could provide. 


In west Plano, 6,250 voters crowded 
into the Wilson cafeteria and at some 
points waited up to an hour and a half 
to cast their ballots. Election judge 
Richard May said he was forced to 
ask people at the ends of lines to 
volunteer to work in order to keep the 
balloting moving as quickly as 
possible. 


E astsiders numbered 3,418 at 
Bowman Middle School where elec­ 
tion judge Mrs. Fred Miers also had to 
call in extra volunteers. The wait at 
Bowman was about 30 minutes at 
some points. 


Collin County Commissioners could 
not canvass Saturday’s local option 
election results Monday morning due 
to yet another quirk in the already- 
confusing alcoholic beverage laws. 
The old-fashioned statutes, which 
were also responsible for the paper 
ballots used in the Plano election and 
for the limitation to only two polling 
places, state that canvassing must 
take place on the fifth day after a 
liquor election is held, or as soon after 
the fifth day “as is practical.” 
Commissioners will canvass the 
returns and declare the option official 
at the next meeting Oct. 17. The law 
also states that the sale of beer and 
wine in the city will become legal upon 
declaration of the official results. 
Plano City Council 
members, 
however, have announced a 60-day - 
moratorium on the sale of alcoholic 
beverages (see related story, this 
page). 
In other action, 
commissioners 
reviewed a recent amendment to 
article 
326 
(K )-67 
of 
Vernon’s 
Annotated Texas Statutes pertaining 
to the Criminal District Attorney of 
Collin County. 
The amendment calls for D A. Tom 
O’Connell to cease his practice of civil 
law after Dec 31, 1978 The amend­ 
ment, offered by State Rep. Bob 
Hendricks, does not provide a penalty 


or sanction for violation. 
County Judge Nathan E. White Jr. 
said that the amendment was not 
made at the request of the Com­ 
missioners Court or O’Connell and 
that neither were aware until recently 
that the bill had been passed. 


White and the com m issioners 
determined at yesterday’s meeting 
that it would advise the District 
Attorney that continued funding of his 
office would not be possible after Dec. 
31, 1978 if O’Connell continued his 
practice of civil law. 
It is expected that an Attorney 
G eneral’s 
opinion 
or 
other 
clarification will be sought by D A. 
O’Connell.

Bethany Bible Fellowship, the council 
denied the request of Mr. and Mrs. 
T.L. Cheung on a 2-1 vote. Jack 
Harvard favored the restaurant while 
Bob Collins was absent. 
Bob Dry, attorney for the Cheungs, 
argued that the proposed private club 
ordinance 
(approved at close of 
business) restricts a club from within 
1,000 feet of a church, not church- 
owned property. 
“The prohibition in the ordinance 
deals with an actual building,” he 
stressed. “Churches all across the 
country 
own 
a 
vast 
amount 
of 
property acquired in many ways.” 
A spokesman for the church, David 
Reimer, pointed out that Bethany 
Bible intends to build on its land and 
added that a site plan will be before 
the planning commission next week. 
After retiring into executive session 
to consult 
with 
Roberts 
on 
the 
question of church or church property 
raised by Dry, the council decided 
that the old ordinance governing 
private clubs (no specific restrictions 
included) was still in effect. 
Jack 
Hatchell 
moved 
that 
the 
request be denied because of the 
restaurant’s nearness to the church. 
Harvard was for the issuance of the 
permit since, he said, a store adjacent 
to the church would be allowed to sell 
beer and wine under state law. On the 
other hand, he noted that the Rice 
Bowl would be almost 900 feet away 
and shielded 
from 
the 
church 
property by the remainder of the 
shopping center. 
In other action, the council denied 
an appeal of a planning commission 
decision that a lot on the northwest 
corner of Avenue G and 16th should 
remain zoned for apartments. 
Joe Rushing, who spoke for the 
applicant 
Kathy 
Whitworth, 
requested light commercial zoning for 
an auto repair shop. He pointed out 


that adjacent property is already 
zoned commercial and that the sec­ 
tion zoned for apartments is too small 
to develop. 
Carmen Haggard, who represented 
her parents, pointed out, however, 
that very little of the light commercial 
property is being used for that pur­ 
pose. 
She said her parents’ land and that 
of elderly 
residents 
nearby 
is 
“maintained with pride” and urged 
the council to help the neighborhood 
retain its residential flavor. 
The appeal was unanimously denied 
because of the “existing character of 
the neighborhood." 
All other items were approved and 
only one aroused any controversy. 
George Schuler was allowed to delete 
a screening wall requirement for 
Regal Square. 
With the mayor casting the deciding 
vote, the council agreed 3-2 to drop the 
screen since adjacent property has 
since been rezoned from townhouses 
to offices. 


As Whitsitt pointed out. the city does 
not require screening between two 
commercial developments. He told 
Anthony Harwath, the owner of the 
rezoned property who protested the 
deletion, that he could, however, build 
the wall on his own property if he 
wished. 
Items 
approved 
routinely 
after 
public hearings were the rezoning of 
21.8 acres on the northwest corner of 
Park Boulevard and Coit Road from 
light commercial to retail and the 
rezoning of 15.8 acres on Parker Road 
about one-half mile west of Coit Road 
from retail to agriculture. The latter 
case required a 
unanimous vote 
because the action was taken at the 
behest of the council over the ob­ 
jections of the owner. 
Industrial zoning was granted on 
12.8 acres on the southwest corner of 
Southern Pacific Railroad and Parker 
Road and IO acres on the southeast 
comer of St. Louis and Southwestern 
Railroad and North Star Road. 
In an emotional appeal. Norman 
Haskell pleaded with the council to 
keep a posted 30 mph speed limit on 
Los Rios Boulevard rather than the 35 
mph recommended by the Citizens 
Traffic Safety Support Commission

“ We are constantly trying 
to improve the quality of 
food both from the raw 
m aterial to the finished 
product,” the food services 
director said. 
She said she 
is 
also 
working on menu planning 
trying to include foods that 
she knows the students will 
eat. The menus are uniform 
for the most part at all grade 
levels to make it easier for 
mothers who plan dinner 
around what their children 
had for lunch. 
„ 
“ We want to serve foods 
that the children want to 
eat,” Mrs. Rizer expressed. 
“ Afterall, food prepared for 
children gains nothing if it 
goes into the garbage can.” 
Her unofficial survey of 
children indicates that tacos, 
pizza, hot dogs and ham ­ 
burgers top their lists as the 
favorites. When these foods 
are prepared, they are made 
nutritionally acceptable, the 
food director pointed out. 
Mrs. Rizer explained that 
foods which are not really 
new to some of the children 
but are new to the program 
are introduced periodically. 


Foods introduced last year 
that were positively ac­ 
cepted were lasagne, cin­ 
namon rolls, district baked 
yeast rolls and ravioli. 
However, the grilled pork 
chops and fresh baked sweet 
potatoes went “over like a 
lead balloon” among the 
students, the food director 
said. 


Improvements have been 
made at the middle school 
and high school snack bars 
to make the food 
more 
nutritional, 
Mrs. 
Rizer 
reported. 


At 
the middle schools, 
which usually have one hot 
food line and two snack bar 
lines, the snack bars are now 
serving “specials” that give 
the students choice of a 
sandwich served with french 
fries, salad or applesauce, 
an ice cream bar or wrapped 
cake and milk. This qualifies 
as a Type A lunch.

Texas 
Power & Light Company generating plants burn very 
large amounts of natural gas or lignite coal and, when 
supplies of gas are short, oil to produce steam which 
operates turbine generators. 
Fuel costs are charged to each TP&L customer 
according to the number of kilowatt-hours of electricity 
used by the customer. 


Before July 1,1977, your basic rate for electric 
service included a fuel cost of about eight-tenths of one 
cent for each kilowatt-hour. The additional cost of fuel 
used to produce your electricity was shown on your 
bill as a fuel adjustment factor. 


Since July 1,1977, under requirements of the new 
Public Utility Commission of Texas, all fuel costs have 
been removed from the basic rate Now, the entire 
amount you pay for the fuel required to produce the 
electricity you used is shown on your bill in the space 
identified, Fuel Amt. This amount is figured by 
multiplying the number of kilowatt-hours of electricity 
you used by a fuel adjustment factor which appears on 
your bill in the space identified. Fuel Cost per Kwh. 
This factor is simply the per kilowatt-nour cost of all 
fuel required to produce your electricity. 


The fuel cost per kilowatt-hour and the fuel amount on 
your electric bill will vary from month to month. These 
variations, either up or down. occur as the price 
TP&L pays for each kind of fuel fluctuates and as the 
amount of each kind of fuel used varies

nate escape route. 


-Decide 
on

meeting 
point outside the house so no 
one will make the mistake of 
returning for someone who is 
already safe. 
-P ra c tic e your fam ily 
escape 
plan 
frequently. 
Children especially need 
reg u lar 
practice 
since 
routine fire drills lessen the 
chance of panic if a real fire 
should occur. 
Nelson emphasizes that 


family escape plans and fire 
drills are a necessity for 
every family. Consequently, 
you should impress your 
family with the importance 
of preparing and rehearsing 
a family escape plan for use 
in emergency.
